it is charged that agreements which existed between Roumania and the 
former members of the triple alllance have been broken in letter and 
spirit from the time Germany and Austria entered the war,

PARIS, Aug. 28.—A German attack 
on the Erench positions today at 
Fleury, on the right bank of the 
Meuse, faile-,, according to the offi- 
cial communication issued tonight.

“Today our long range guns suc- 
cesefully fired on troops and traffic 
in different places between Bapaume 
and Miraumont.

Here signs are 
everywhere that the descent of the 
Bulgara on Hellenic soil has had a 
great effect on the popular mind, and 
especially has it affected the belief 
of those who, by persuasion or by 
other means, had been induced to 
place their faith in a pro-German 
policy as best suited for the country.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28,—Presi- 
dent Wilson, tonight definitely de- 
cided to go before congress In person 


Tuesday or Wednesday, to recom- 
mend legislation almed to avert the 
threatened national-wide railroad 


strike, or to stop it, if it comes be- 
fore congress van act. He worked 
until late tonight on his message, in 
which he will tell members of the 
senate nnd house the negotiations to 
date and lay before them a definite 
legislative program. 

The president reached this decision 
after conferences at the White House 
with the committee of eight railroad 
presidenta and the four brotherhood 
heads on a new proposal fer  settie- 
ment of differences, suggested by the 
executives, and after a prolonged dis- 
cussion of the situation at the capitol 
with the members of the Democratic 
steering committee of the senate. 

The proposition of the railroad ex- 
ecutives Was that an investigation of 
all issues be conducted by a commis- 
sion to be named by the president, the 
investigation to last for a period of 
three or four montns, no action to be 
taken by either side in the meantime, 
and at the conclusion of the enquiry 
the situation to be what it now is, 
the empiovees having the choice of 
either arbitrating or striking. The 
brotherhood heads promised a réply 
tomorrow morning, and there was 
every indication it would be unfayor- 
able. 

When the railroad brotherhood 
heads went to the White House to- 


night the president not only laid be- 
fore them the plan of the executives, 
but strongly urged the withdrawal of 
a tentative strike order sent out yes- 
tefday subject to release, calling for 
a walkout of the 400,000 brotherhood 
members at seven a.m., Labor Day, 
September 4. This request was fatiy 
refused, the leaders saying that only 
the committee of 640, which left 
Washington yesterday, had power to 
recall the order, 

The executive program for congress 
includes the following measures: An 
eight hour day law for railroad em- 
ployeea, so framed so as to give the 
railroad time to prepare for it; and a 
law patterned after the Canadian In- 
dustrial Disputes Act, known as the 
Lemieux Act, providing for investiga- 
tion of industrial disputes on rail- 
roads by a commission, and prohibit- 
ing strikes or lockouts pending the 
outcome of the investigation. 

In addition to these measures, there 
are under consideration a resolution 
to {ncrease the revenues of the rail- 
roads in case the expenses are increas- 
ed, and a law creating authority for 
the operation of the railroads under 
the federal government in the event 
of a atrike. 

Although on the surface a nation- 
wide strike was nearer tonight than 
it has ever been, confidence was ex- 
pressed that the step under contem- 
plation would have the effect of pre- 
venting the walkout, The president 
realizing the disaster which would 
come to the country if the railroads 
are tied up, was said to be determin- 
ed to prevent a strike at any cost. 


OPPOSE EITHER LEASING OR 
SELLING OF STREET RAILWAY 


North Edmonton Property Owners Urge Rather That Capitalisation 
Be Reduced With Debenture Issue to Take Care of Difference. 
Would Have Commission Board to Look After Operation. 


North Edmonton Property Owners 
are not in fayor of either leasing or 
selling the street railway at the pre- 
vent time, but they urge that the capi- 
talization should be reduced with a 
debenture issue to take care of the 
difference, Also that the operation of 
the sreet railway be separated from 


by a mounted man only, whose round 
is once during the night, and there are 
no police on the avenue during the 
day. Also the mounted man’s round 
is from Alberta avenue to Calder. 
Secretary McKenzie was asked to take 
up the matter with the central organ- 
ization, with the idea of sending a de-

People Have To Foot Bill. 


In the course of the discussion the 
opinion was expressed that the city 
might just as well reduce the capital- 
ization of the street railway as sell it 
at a discount. In either case the peo- 
ple had to foot the bill and stand for 
the deficit. The street railway, con- 
sidering that so much had been done 
during the past year in the way of vut- 
ting down expenses of operations, etc, 
ehould »¢ given a fair show, and in the 
future, preoably not many years to 
come, ti city would be glad that they 
cwned it. 

The street railway, it was pointed 
out, was capitalized at something like 
$3,065,000 and f the railway sold for 
four million dollars it would be all 
right, but no prospective buyers would 
consider the capitalization, they would 
want to take it at what they consid- 
ered its value, 

Says Barns Cost Too Much, 

Also in support of the reduction of 
capftalization it was stated that figures 
showed operation was not at fault as 
compared with other roads, but the 
car barns had cost too much, the track 
and also the cars had done likewise. 
At the present time street railway was 
carrying a8 many passengers as in the 
pverage city, this being shown by the 
statistics of passengers per car mile. 

The idea of the commission form of 
control waa that it should consist of 
three or more able men, chosen for 
their business abilities and technical 
knowledre, who would be given a tree 
band, with the sole idea of making the 
utility pay. Also, that they should 
be freed from any sort of political in- 
fluenco or any kind of patronage sye- 
tem, which is considered to be a draw- 
back in the city departments at the 
present time, 

The matter of tne city police was 
ulso discussed, it being: considered that 
the cost of the force was out of all 
proportion for services rendered, For 


putation to wait upon the police com- 
mission, 
Would Have Separate Meeting. 

On the motion of Mr, Montgomery, 
i> was also decided to ask the central 
organization to take up the matter

Bulgarian Official Statement

PARIS, Aug. 28.—Serbian forces 
have made considerable progress near 
Vetrenik in Macedonia west of the 
Vardar river, says a French statement 
tonight on operations around Salontki. 

Following is the statement: 

“From the Struma to the region of 
Ljumnica there was an artillery duel. 
East of the Cerna the Serbians, preas- 
ing their vigorous offensive, have made 
considerable progress near Vetrentk. 
On the road from Banica to Ostrovo 
three Bulgarian attacks against Ser- 
bian position, delivered after intense 
artillery preparation, were repulmzed 
with heavy losses, Artillery fighting 
continued violently in this sector.

As announced in the Bulletin, yester- 
day morning the Edmonton street rail- 
way employees are applying to the de- 
partment of labor for the appointment 
of a board of conciliation and investt- 
gation to deal with the question of 
the agreement between themselves 
and council, and yesterday afternoon 
forme! notification of this was hand- 
ed in to City Clerk Cox. 

The signatures of W. 


and Joseph E. White, 
appended to the application, and Wil- 


liam McAdams, of 10030 116th street, 
Edmonton, is recommended as the em- 


ployees’ _representative on the board. 
The number of employces likely to be 

affected is stated to be 260. 

In outlining the cause of dispute it 
is stated that tne city has thwarted 
all efforts up to date 
employees to open negotiations for the 
renewal of the agreement which has 
been in existence for the past 6 years 

It is further stated that since June 
2!st, repented effuris have been made 
by communications to council and per- 
sonal interviews to get the city of Ed- 
monton to open negotiations for a 
renewal of the agreement. Up to Au- 
gust 25th, nothing had boen done, and 
“although on this date the mayor ar- 
ranged a meeting between both parties, 
yet at the appointed time the commit- 
tee representing the city refused. to 
meet us even in an informal way, giv- 
ing as a final excuse that the traffic 
manager was away on his holidays.” 

The authority making the applica- 
tion is found in a resolution passed at 
the mass meeting of employees held 
early on Sunday morning, which runs 
as follows: 

“Whereas this meeting is of the 
opinion that a government arbitration 
board is necessary in that the city of 
Edmonton corporation refuses to 
treat with its employees and ignored 
their wishes submitted, in the renewal 
of the agreement existing between 
Local Division 669, of the Amalga- 
mated Association of the Street and 
Electric Railway Employees of Am- 
erlca, and being satisfied that our 
executive committee have done all in 
their power to get the city of Edmon- 
ton corporation to meet them, there- 
fore be it resolved that we, the em- 
ployees of the Edmonton Radial Rail- 
way in mass meeting assembled, do 
hereby instruct our executive com- 
mittee to petition the minister of labor 
at Ottawa to immediately grant a 
boerd of arbitration in the city of Ed- 
incnton, in order that we may fully 
lay our grievances before them, and 
de it further resolved that unless the 
board be granted we shall be com- 
pelled to go on strike to gain our 
ends.”

BERLIN HEARS OF 
NEW FOE CALMLY 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire). 

BERLIN, Aug. 28,yia London.— 
German government circles have ex- 
pected some action on the part of 
Roumania for nearly two weeks, No 
illusions were indulged in, but it was 
thought the Roumanian government 
might reconsider the matter and 
possibly shrink from the step taken 
yesterday. It was known here that the 


entente proposed using Roumanian 
territory for a Russian advance 
against Austria-Hungary and Bul- 
garia. Roumania, it was argued here, 
would in that event, considering the 
Roumanian attitude toward Austria- 
Flungary, join the forces fighting 
against tue central powers. 

The news of the Roumanian dec- 
laration of war against Austria-Hun- 
wary was received here calmly, al- 
though it followed close on Italy's 
declaration of war against Germany. 

Commenting on the appearance of 
Roumania in the war, the Berlin 
Lokal Anzelger says: 

“We must expect that Roumania’s 
entry into the war will also influence 
the decisions of the Greek government. 
The Greek army was demobilized ac- 
cording to the wishes of the entente, 
Foreign truops are now standing on 
Greck soil. It in not easy to recall 
to the color’ under threatening guns 
an army just sent home. No matter 
how many new enemies, Germany and 
her allies will continue to fight with 


confidence until final victory is theirs,”

King Constantine has unexpec- 
tedly retired high military of- 
ficials with pro-German _ inclina- 
tions, and appointed a commander- 
in-chief with allied sympathies. 
A concession, seemingly, to the 
necessity of forming an entente 
cordial with his loyal but un- 
Kultured subjects, 


Roumania did not throw itself 
into the breach to save civilization 
in its hour of peril. It is going 
to war now to enlarge its tervi- 
tory. With that object consis- 
tently in mind the Roumanian 
statesmen have waited naturally 
for the time when they could 
make the effort with least risk. 
Their decision that this is the time 
is another result of the Russian 
advance, and of the Allied of- 
fensives on the Western and Mace- 
donian fronts. It reflects con- 
fidence in Roumania that the Rus- 
sians have ‘‘come back’’ to stay, 
and that the Allies have generally 
got things in shape to win. The 
Roumanians are valorous, but 
they have also shown discretion. 
After the cautious course | they 
have pursued there can be no 
doubt that they would continue 
to restrain their ambitions to an- 
nex Transylvania if they were not 
convinced that the Central Powers 
are too hard pressed on the other 
fronts to spare men and muni- 
tions for an over-whelming drive 
against them. Neither, it may be 
supposed, would they go in if the 
Allies had not .agreed to their 
terms. Roumania’s verdict is that 
the Allies will win; but that they 
have not yet got to the position 
in which they would not welcome 
help or ‘would refuse to reward it 
when the time of settlement 
comes. That striking expression 
of opinion should not be without 
effect in Greece, Denmark and 
Holland, all of which havé claims 
to be pressed if Germany ‘and 
Austria are beaten, and extine- 
tion to expect if they are not 
beaten.

It may be that the International 
Nickel Trust can and will prevent 
any more Canadian nickel going 
to Germany. Common sense and 
experience suggest that the Trust 
can’t do anything of the kind, sup- 
ing it wants to. 


The Calgary Herald says the 
electors of South-West Toronto 
were mad because the Govern- 
ment did not take a plebiscite on 
the booze question. Curious none 
of the candidates seem to have 
discovered the real issue in time 
to make platform use of it. 


Once nickel has passed out of its 
hands the International Trust has 
no more control over it than, the 
Canadian Government has _ over 
nickel that has passed out of Can- 
ada. ‘As German agents in the 
United States were able to get one 
cargo of Canadian nickel, the 
chances are that they will be able 
to get as many more cargoes as 
the under-sea liners may call for. 


When the war broke out the 
Australian Government took over 
the mines of the country which 
were controlled by German capi- 
tal. It isnow announced that the 
financial success of the enterprise 
is assured by a contract under 
which Britain and the Allied na- 
tions undertake to buy the output 
of the mines during the war and 
for ten years thereafter. Britain 
and the Allied nations have cer- 
tainly no more pressing need . of 
zine concentrates and spelter than 
they have of nickel. The moral 
is plain enough; if the Canadian 
Government took over the nickel 
industry it would not have to 
hunt for markets. 


Considering the atrocious con- 
duct of those who started it, this 
war should end in a_ wholesale 
hanging—either in Berlin or in the 
capitals of the Allied countries. 
What is equally to the point—it is 
fairly likely to do so. If it ends 
as it should end the authors of 
the Belgian atrocities and the Lusi- 
tania horror will perish on the 
scaffold, as murderers, and as a 
warning to the rulers of all na- 
tions and all times that treaties, 
conventions and rules of war must 
be held as sacred. If it ends other- 
wise, those who save the rascals 
should meet the fate that is due 
them—and they are pretty likely 
to. The Allied peoples are pay- 
ing a heavy enough price in blood 
and money fora guarantee that 
they will never have to fight Hunn- 
ism again. And the guarantee 
they are entitled to is that the 
perpetrators of these unnameable 
horrors shall provide an example 
to the world that the wages of 
euch crimes is death, 


Two battalions of infantry have re- 
cently been transferred from Camp 
Borden to another military camp fur- 
ther east. A former transfer of cer- 
tain battalions from Camp Carling to 
Camp Borden promoted a riot. These 
transfers indicate that the reason for 
Camp Borden was political, not mill- 
tary neceussity. , 


The Russian government has been 
holding an extraordinary commission 
of enquiry into causes of violation of the 
laws and customs of war by Austro- 
Hungarian and German troops, The 
Russian Consul-General at Montreal 
has distributed reports of their find- 
ings in certain cases of barbarity 
practiced upon prisoners of war. One 
report deals with a practice prevail- 
ing at the Austro-Hungarian prison 
camp at Dunaserdagetr of putting into 
closed coffins prisoners who refuse to 
work on Austrian fortifications, 

The report gives the names of 
fifteen non-commissioned officers and 
men who suffered this form of punish- 
ment. The same report gives an 
instance of a soidier who had one of 
his ears cut off, and stripes cut with 
a knife on his legs in immitation of 
the stripe on military trousers. 

The commission also has the cyi- 
dence of over 200 Russian soldiers who 
have escaped from Austria, who have 
been hanged or lashed to trees or 
posts as punishment. Austria evi- 
dently does not need to learn anything 
from her partners, Turkey and Ger- 
many, in the matter of cruelties to 
prisoners, 


BRIDGE WORK STOPS TRAFFIC.

How Does New York Feel 
About the Great War? 


Written by Principal Riddell of 


Alberta College South 


New York—To this simple and na- 
tural question, an Intelligent and sutis- 
factory answer is not so easy to give. 


Here we have an extremely large city. 
In its t throbbi: Struggling, 
rushing Pilation, are found repre- 
sentatives from every quarter of the 
civilized world, Is it therefore possible 
for anyone man in @ short time to 
know what thia vast conglomerate 
Mass of people think on any subject, 
much Tess on on4 eg complicated ax 
the present awful war. 

And yet to get a fairly accurate idea 
of public spinion on a great national 
question one does not have to speak 
to every citizen. A man is not tong In 
any community without becoming dis- 
tinetly aware of that subtle something 
Which he and the rest call public 
epinion, Here as elsewhere there Is 
that vital, vigorous, compelling force 
called public sentiment which is more 
easily felt than described, 

At first blush the one who comes 
from the intense personal iuterest of 
the Canadian in this mighty struggle—- 
an interest often emphasized by the 
personal loss and the numbing sacrifice 
ot his dear ones-—ir inclined to feel 
that these people re absolutely indif- 
ferent to the mighty issues at stake on 
the east and west fronts in BKurope. 
And for a time at least he grows im- 
patient with this apparent indifference. 

At the first one grows impatient 
with the apparent indifference to a 
struggle in which the principles of de- 
mocracy and freedom are at stake. 
The Canadian's first impulse is to seize 
the absorbed business man. as he hur- 
ties along the stroet, by the shoulder, 
face him round and impatiently ask if 
he is aware that Britons are fighting 
for the very freedom of which he 
boasts so loudly and so long. But one 
soon begins to see that this is a super- 
ficial view and a hasty conclusion. 

To maturer thought and closer in- 
tight it becomes evident that thess 
people, though they have no sons and 
fathers in the battle, no widows in 
their homes, no orphans on their 
streets, and no fathers and mothers 
‘whose hearts bleed with the oppressive 
sense of an irreparable loss in their 
society, yet are deeply interested in 
this great war. In fact one is surpris- 


ed that the interest should be so keen 


in the midst of a population so cos- 
mopolitan as this is, That there should 
be so much wnity of opinion in such 
Giversity of comporition is after all 
the wonder. 

In general the sentiment is ove>- 
whelmingly on the side of the entente 
This conclusion one reaches 
from the general opinion and also from 
the direct expressions in the regular 
newspapers, These we may usually 
tegard as the concrete and formal ex- 
pression of what society in general Is 
thinking about. The strongest papers 


of this grent city are practically all on 


the side of the allies. After reading 


almost anyone of the great dailies one 


bas to look up and wonder if he has 
not been suddenly transported to some 
part of the British Empire. I think I 
am safe in saying that if the sentiment 
of the Eastern States had dominated 
the war policy of this country, the 
United States would long ago have 
taken the field on the sido of the alties. 

For various reasons these feelings 
are not so emphatic ard insistent in 
the other parts of the Republic, Among 
others there is the fact that the Bas- 
tepn States have been more directiy 
cénnected with the developments in 
Europe and have for some time been 
yery conscious of their tendengy. 

So much for the sentiment of the 
general public, There ia further the 
feeling of a class to which we might be 
disposed to pay more respect because | 
jt: is the expression of the opinion of 
the most highly educated section in 
the whole community. To this opinion 
here and elsawhere we are attentive 
because we regard it as based upon 
veflection and judgment and to be re- 
moved from the contro! of passion and 
tias, and consequently is more lkely 
tc be right. In this class I include the 
professors in the greater universities 
ot the country. The professors I hay- 
come in contact with have been guard- 
ed In their statements and yet they do) 
rot leave one long in doubt as to the 
direction in which thelr feelings and 
judgment point. 

A few days ago I had the pleasure 
of -having dinner with a professor in 
law from Leland Stanford University, 
California. From all that I could 
gather he had kept closely in touch 
with the academic life in its higpor 
aspects, His statement was that filiy 
90 per cent .of the professors in the 
union were in sympathy with, the 
cause and effort of the allies, 

Ho went further and said that the 
Irish Fenian force in this country had 
rot been for many years so thoroughly 
discredited and distrusted os at pres- 
ent. This force has been for a long 
time the direct tool in the hands of the 
machine politician and has been the 
source of much of the bitter and irra- 
onal feeling towards England in this 
country. According to him the Am- 
erican people were begining to see just 
how destructive and disintegrating this 
horribly selfish force was and how 
great a menace it was to the funda- 
snental principles of true liberty. 

My friend closed his conversation on 
the subject by saying that he believod 
that the time was ripe for a great 
Anglo-American federation for ‘hi 
protection of the principles of freedom 
end growing @emocracy. He thought 
that it would be a great misfortune if 
this splendid feeling now existing be- 
tween these two great nations should 
be allowed to evaporate without 
cementing such a union. I assured 
Lim that Britain ever stood ready to 
form any alliance in which justice, 
jberty, and human right against class 
privilege might be more perfectly pro- 
tected. 

The fact that this great city, with 
only 100,000 people of the original 
American stock among its millions, 
sympathizes so generally with the 
allies is, to my mind, a proof that our 
cause lies near to the root of modern 
Jiheral thinking as to what liber‘y, 
justice and equality mean,

THE STREET RAILWAY. 
Editor Bulletin: 

Sir,—Would you kindly allow me a 
Mttle space in your valuable paper on 
a matter which may come before the 
people of this city in the near future, 
viz., the street railway. Four years ago, 
tad a candidate for municipal honors 
suggested leasing or selling our tram 
line, he would have been hissed off the 
platform. Now a large number seem 
to want to get rid of it at any price, 
and right here I want to say, ‘gO 
slow.” Do the people of this city real- 
{ze that the kind of advertising the 
system has had of late will induce any 
parties to pay very much for a lease, 
or a fair price to the city to buy it out- 
right? It appears to me that the 
Satan ch is a very poor time to offer It 
or sale. Money is very dear just now. 

What would I do? First, find out 
just what the actual value of the whole 
plant is under normal conditions, ana 
charge that amount to the street rall- 
way, and not saddle the line with 
charges far in excess of what it should 
have cost. Then operate the system 
to accommodate the people, and en- 
courage them to use li, It seems to 
have been the policy of our city that 
if a person wanted to use our utility 
they would have to beg to get the op- 
fortunity to do so, and then pay heav- 
fly for it and get few accommodations. 
For instance, cara stop only at certain 
corners, If a party who lives on a 
street or has business on a street 
where a car does not stop, and he just 
makes that corner in time to have 
caught the car had it stopped, he gets 
left and the city loses the profit on 
that customer. The powers at the city 
hall have told me that ii costs about 
2c extra to start a car. Well, in this 
case they lost a Sc passenger. Why do 
people patronize the jitney? Very sim- 
ple. They get accommodation, and 
the people are willing to pay for it. 
Again, I would lower the fares, Tic- 
kets could then be sold. People will 
ride oftener if they have tickets in 
their pockets than they will if they 
have to dig up a nickel each trip, and 
I fancy that when six tickets were soli 
for twenty-five cents that the number 
of tickets that were lost or never pre- 
sented Will make the price to the street 
railway equal the straight Sc fare. 

Neither would I carry a person from 
Bonnie Doon to the Packing Plant for 
6e. It 1s too much Mke some hungry 
person going to a church social and 
paying 25c for a meui ana eating 0c 
worth of grub, 

Our street railway employees are no. 


responsible for our deficits, I have 
watched them very carefully, both 
here and on Unes across the border, 
and I find our men asa rule, mo® 
obliging and careful in helping aged 


people and ohildren on and off the cars 
than on many other systems. T wish 
to {mpress upon the ratepayers of this 
city the necessity of thinking carefully 
and sanely on this important matter, 
Four years ago you let interested peo- 
fle do your thinking for you. You 
simply said, “Let ‘er go, Gallagher.” 
Don't make a worse blunder now.

box, who comes round and _ collects 
sime, The benefit of this mileage sys- 
tem is this, that it is an elastic sys- 
tem . If your utility does not pay you 
can shorten your mile stage to four- 
fifths of a mile, if it pays well, you can 
give an extension to a mile and a quar- 
ter. I shall be glad to contribute other 
ideas later as I have opportunity. 

I should advise the people of Ed- 
monton to hold on to their street rail- 
way, it is only those who have parted 
with their municipal privileges who 
can realize the inconvenience and dis- 
obilities of being subject to an outside 
syndicate, For years the City of Bir- 
mingham, England,.was the laughing 
stock of surrounding small towns, be- 
cause it had tied Itself to a financial 
syndicate for twenty years, and the 
said syndiacte declined to use any cars 
but those they started with, While all 
the surrounding towns had clean, con- 
venient, and up-to-date electric cars, 
Birmingham people had to grin and 
bear Ill-lighted and dirty, disreputable 
steam cars for years,
